The fame Diet has likewife fent Deputies to the 
Cardinal Primate , to defire him to attend upon his 
Pol Majefty and advife him by what Methods he 
may reeftablith the Publick Tranquility. Le:ters 
fom Thorn, fay the King of Poland’s Affairs are in 
avery good Situation. Prince Sapicha and the 
Great Treafurer of Lithuania his Brother, have re- 
cciv'd feveral Letters from divers Hands exhorting 
them to delay no longer to difpofe the King of Swe- 
dento Peace, becaufe the Occafion feems very fa- 
vourable at this Fuhcture. thought thefe Hopes 
are grounded on the Inftances and Propofals which 
the Envoys of England and Holland are to make to 
the King of Sweden. The Army of the Crown, 
drew together not long fince, and efitred-into-a Con- 
federacy in favour of the King ofPoland. However, 
they have yet undertaken nothing againft the Swedes ; 
all the Advantage that has accrued to the Kingdom 
from this Confederacy, is, that part of thefe Troops 
commanded by the Under-General, have worfted 
the revolted Coffacks in 2 or 3 Skirmifhes.

cordingly infinuated to them by that Vizier was ree 
jected ; And the Sultan has fent to this Court {ome 
intercepted Letters, which difcover the Tntriegues 
that were carry’d on between the late Vizier and 
the French Minifters; with new Affurances that his 
Highnefs will ftrictly obferve the lait Truce con- 
cluded at Carlowits, with the Emperor, the Czar, 
and the Republick of Venice. Thele intercepted 
parees we are told will be printed and publith’d 
ere. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated March20. . 
Vienna, March7, The new Cloathing and Re- 
mounting the Army in Italy is forwarded with all 
Diligence, for which Service 2 Millions are already 
paid into the Hands of the Bankers, to be remitted 
to Italy. The Prince de Longueval, who arriv’d 
here fick from Italy fome time fince, died on the 4th 
Inftant. The 6000 Tolpatzes newly rais’'d in Hun- 
gary, have receiv’d Orders viz. for 2 Thirds of them 
to march into Auftria, and the reft through Bohemia 
towards Bavaria.

Liege, March 13. All the Regiments quarter’d 
in this City, have Orders to hold themfelves ready 
to march on fome Expedition; the Officers are 
commanded to keep with their refpective Regi- 
ments ; and the Horfe have twifted Hay to ferve 
them four Days.

The Secretary 
of the Baron de Trogne, being convicted of holding 
a fecret Correfpondence with the Enemy, Sentence 
has pafs’d upon him ;_ but the Execution of it is de- 
ferr’d till Directions come from the Hague, whither

The King has given the Marthal de Villeroy 
yooooo Livres towards the Charge of his Field 
Equipage ; And to the Count de Marfin, the Go- 
vernment of Aires in Flanders. Monfieur de Ri- 
couffe, the King’s Minifter attending the Elector of 
Bavaria, is made a Brigadier. 

Hazuc, March 18, They write from Bruffels 
that the Marthal de Boufflers return’d thither from 
Paris on the 14th. A Treaty is concluded with the 
Regency of Holftcin Gottorp, in Virtue of which 
feveral thoufand Men will be put into the Serviee of 
England and the States General. From Aeth they 
write that the Dutch Prifoners of War, that are in 
the Hands of the French, are lately fent up higher 
into the Country from the Frontiers, on Pretence of 
Reprital, becanie the French Prifoners have been re- 
mov'd from Liege into this Province. And from 
Bruffels they tell us that Monfieur de Ximenes is 
appointed Commiffioner to treat of a Cartel with My 
Lord Curs and the Heer Hulft, Commiiiioners on 
the Parc of the Queen of England and the States 
General ; Bur che Place of Treaty is nor named yet. 
Prince Alexander of Wirtenberg, Nephew of the Ge- 
neral of the Danifh Troops is arriv’d here from Ger- 
many, as alfo My Lord Agrim, Son of the late Earl 
of Athlone, from Utrecht. The Baron van Obdam 
is gone to his Government of Boifleduc. 

Plymoath, March 14. Two days ago the Sheernefs 
Gally which was failing to the Weft-Indies return’d 
hither again being Leaky, and this Morning fail’d 
with the Shark Sloop to the Eaftward. 

Cowes, March 15. On Saturday laft a Fluthing 
Privateer brought in here a French Prize of 30 Tons 
laden with Brandy, &c.
